Why is if that 
400,000 of the colored race nW cloth- 
ed with the Hective fraachise and 
eligible to all {)Iac^s "of'^ trustr to our 
legislature?, to seats in Congress, or 
acting in many instances as teachers 
of the young should awaken far lees 
enthusiasm, and

moiety of the liberality that the Indian 
does.

The activity with which Republi- 
cans are forming "Protective Tarifi" 
Cluba" in this statej with a view to 
help Garfield's election, is deserving 
of notice. The contradiction between 
Garfield's preaching and his practice 
in tariff legislation is at the same time 
not lees so. 
While hia writings and 
speeches in favor of free trade have 
earned for him a membership in the 
«'Cobden Free Trade League" in Eng- 
land, his votes in favor of tarift" have 
made him a favorite with the high 
tariff protectionists on this side of the 
water. 
Just on which side of the 
question he is cannot be cobfidently 
stated. 
So doubtful was his position 
on this subject as late as the first 
meetin; of the present congress, in 
December, 1870, that 
though 
then 
nominated by the republican party as 
its candidate for speaker of the house, 
he could not command the whole pro- 
tectionist vote in the republican ranks 
for speaker, though there was not the 
ghost of a chance for his election. Five 
straightout republican protectionis.t8 
from Pennsylvania refused to vote for 
him even out of compliment, because 
they feared he was at heart a free 
trader. This was less than a year ago. 
And yet he is urged upon democrats 
having a leaning towards the doctrine 
of protection as a bona fide protective 
tariff mau. 


The fact is neither the 
Democratic 
nor the Republican party has strength 
enough in its own ranks to pass a tar- 
iff act as a party measure. 
No act of 
Congress favoring either distinctive 
protection on the one 
hand, or for 
revenue purposes solely on the other, 
can be passed except as a compromise 
of conflicting opinions, and 
whoever 
votes for either Hancock or Garfield, 
with a view only to helping or hurt- 
ing one or the othOT of these conflict- 
ing interests, is liable to find himself 
mistaken. 
Of 
the 
two, Hancock is 
more likely than Garfield lo favor the 
doctrine of ''protection;" but 
the 
views of neither are likely to influence 
the action of Congress in tariff legisla- 
tion, and it is hardly 
possible 
that 
either would veto a measure about ! 
which his own party cannot agree.
